President’s Corner 


It seems that we hams are con- 
stantly fighting for our right to 
put aluminum into the atmo- 
sphere. At the October FWRC 
meeting, Al Waters, WD9FAQ 
outlined his trials and tribulations 
with the city of Fort Wayne over 
his wire antennas, which he has 
attached to several tall wooden posts. The city 
claims that this structure looks too much like a 
fence, which are limited to six feet in height. Al 
not only had addressed the club meeting, but also 
had written a very detailed letter to the boards of 
both FWRC and ACARTS. Because of the length 
of the letter, we are not able to include it in a copy 
of the HamNews, but may be able to post it to our 
web site, with Al’s permission of course. 


- This brings me to a subject that hams have had to 


deal with trom the earliest days of the hobby. WE 
consider just about anything that radiates RF into 
the ether to be a thing of beauty, but we have to 
live in a world that doesn’t always share that opin- 
ion. It behooves us to at least try to keep our 
skyhooks as unobtrusive as possible, and to 
smooze the neighbors about the benefits of ama- 
teur radio and the joy that we derive trom it. There 
are a number of simple, straightforward means to 
keep the antennas as stealthy as possible, such as 
painting structures a dull neutral color, so as to be 
less noticeable. Simplify the tower or the antenna 
supports, and hold redundant elements to a mini- 
mui, to avoid unnecessary “clutter” if you can. 


Hams who live in additions with covenants and 
restrictions are already too aware of the challenges 
of getting on the air with clandestine antennas. A 
few years ago I discovered that one of my neigh- 
bors was aham who had been living there for quite 
a while, but I never knew it because his attic di- 
pole was completely out of sight. He told me that 
he never had touble working DX on CW, so it 
just proves that where there is a will there is a way. 


(The FCC has recently ruled that small satellite 
dishes are exempt from any antenna C&Rs, so 
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maybe we should just mount two of them on rather 
tall poles and string a “control wire” between 
them....... We might just get away with it......) 


Hopetully, Al’s problems will have a favorable 
solution. It is difficult when you have to fight for 
what you want, but sometimes it is unavoidable. 


In other news, the JOTA, or Jamboree On The Air, 
was a fun time, but unfortunately the hams out- 
numbered the scouts! We are looking at ways to 
do a better job next year. One suggestion is to erect 
the stations at a public site and advertise this to the 
boy and girl scout organizations, and have them 
show up and be put on the air. This could be a 
joimt activity between the two clubs. Other sug- 
gestions are welcome. 


November brings us to Hamtest time, so I need 
volunteers to man the FWRC tables on Saturday

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FWRC October Meeting Minutes 


The October meeting of the Ft. Wayne Radio Club was 
held on 20 October 2000 at the Good Shepherd United 
Methodist Church.

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Phase 3d Gets Firm Launch Date 


from The ARRL Letter - AMSAT News Service says the 
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next-generation Phase 3D amateur radio satellite now has , 


a firm launch date and time. ANS says it’s been informed 
by “various sources” that the Ariane 507 carrying Phase 
3D and other satellite payloads aloft will head into space 
Wednesday, November 15, at 0107 UTC trom the Euro- 
pean Spaceport in Kourou, French, Guiana. 


The Radio Club of Kourou’s FYSKE has announced plans 
to broadcast the Phase 3D launch on 14.315 MHz in French 
“and probably in English.” The transmission will start at 
approximately 15 minutes prior to launch and will end about 
45 minutes later when the satellite is put on orbit. 


Also atop the Ariane 5 rocket will be the PanAmSat IR 
communications satellite—the largest and primary pay- 
load—and two British Space Technology Research Vehicle 
minisats, STRV 1C and STRV 1D. It all goes as intended, 
the Ariane 5 will place all four satellites into geostationary 
transfer orbit. 


The Ariane 5 will deploy its payloads sequentially during a 
sort of aerial ballet that involves a dozen or so critical posi- 
tioning maneuvers for success. At the very top of the rocket, 
the PanAmSat 1R will be the first satellite ejected into 
space—after the protective cap is jettisoned and the launcher 
has been precisely aimed. 


The launcher then must be accurately repositioned to de- 
ploy the STRV packages, which are fitted to the Ariane 
Structure for Auxiliary Payloads platform along with Phase 
3D. 


Finally, it will be Phase 3D’s turn. The launcher will align 
itself for a final time, and, once in the exact position, will 
eject the amateur satellite package. Beyond that point, Phase 
3D still must successfully negotiate several more steps on 
its way to its much-higher final elliptical orbit. That pro- 
cess, which involves firings of the onboard 400-Newton 
motor and arcjet (ATOS) engine eventually will result in 
an orbit that’s some 2500 miles from Earth at the nearest 
point and almost 30,000 miles away at the farthest and at a 
63 degree inclination. Establishing the final orbital con- 
figuration could take up to one year. 


Phase 3D, at more than 1400 pounds and nearly 20 feet 
across, will be the largest Amateur Radio payload ever put 
into space. In October, AMSAT-DL Executive Vice Presi- 
dent Peter Giilzow, DB2O0S—who’s heading up the Phase 
3D launch campaign—pronounced the satellite “ready to 
fly” after it passed all of its pre-launch inspections, testing, 
and preparation.

NEXRAD Information Dissemination Service /NIDS/ 
Agreement Terminates On January 1, 2001 


The National Weather Service /NWS/ is replacing the 
NIDS with a government operated radar product central 
collection/ distribution service /RPCCDS/. Based on the 
successful completion of the RPCCDS operations dem- 
onstration on October 18, 2000, the NWS certifies the 
operational readiness of the RPCCDS as the NIDS re- 
placement. Effective January 1, 2001 the NIDS agree- 
ment will be terminated. 


On January 1, 2001 the NWS RPCCDS becomes the 
operational replacement to the NIDS. The RPCCDS will 
be accessible to all users. It will provide open distribu- 
tion of radar products collected from the NWS, Federal 
Aviation Administration, and Department of Defense 
WSR-88D sites to users without data redistribution re- 
stnictions.

Changes, Challenges Loom As 
2000-2001 Contest Season Nears 


from The ARRL Letter — As the “contest season” ap- 
proaches, ARRL Contest Branch Manager Dan 
Henderson, NIND, is reminding ARRL contest partici- 
pants of changes that become ef- 
fective this year. His department 
also is gearing up to face the chal- 
lenges that lie ahead as the Con- 
test Branch starts implementing

Cabrillo format. ARRL Novem- 

ber Sweepstakes will be the first 
operating event to fall under the new electronic logging 
standard. The CW weekend is November 4-6 and the SSB 
weekend is November 18-20 this year. (Rules appear in 
October QST, page 102.) 


Henderson also reminds contest participants that with the 
addition of West Central Florida this past January there 
now are 80 ARRL/RAC sections. 


First announced more than a year ago, the Cabrillo for- 
mat will result in electronic logs that adhere to a uniform 
standard that allows them to be processed more expedi- 
ently. Henderson says the change to the new format will 
mean the Contest Branch can post the list of “Logs Re- 
ceived” for a given contest much sooner—once the non- 
electronic logs have been processed into the database. 
“The Cabrillo format will allow us to verify entries and 
initialize the database more efficiently, with fewer data 
entry errors,’ Henderson said. 


Cabrillo—pronounced kuh-BREE-oh—is not a program 
but an electronic file format that specifies what informa- 
tion is contained in certain fields in the file document. 
Henderson says major contest logging software programs 
have incorporated the Cabrillo format into their products. 
“If you’re using a current version of one of those pro- 
grams, you should have the ability to generate the Cabrillo 
file already,” he said. 


Details on the format appear in the “General Rules for all 
ARRL Contests” in the November 2000 issue of QST. 
Additional information is available at http://www.kkn.net/ 
~trey/cabrillo/. 


Faced with more 18,000 contest entries during the 1999- 
2000 contest season, Henderson says his departument’s 
biggest task is routine data entry. “Right now data must

be entered by hand—a very time-consuming process,” 
he said. Contest Branch staffers estimate that approxi- 
mately one out of every five contest entries—electronic 
and paper—arrives incorrect or incomplete. 

“The most common error is omitting required informa- 
tion that allow staff to properly code the entry, such as 
not listing a valid entry category, not listing power level, 
giving a state of residence or ARRL division instead of 
ARRL section for location,” Henderson said. 


Henderson hopes to use computer automation to reduce 
the time needed to score submitted contest logs. For ex- 
ample, to cut the time needed for initial data entry, the 
Contest Branch is developing a “robot reader” that will 
take information trom the Cabrillo format header and ini- 
tialize that entry into the database.
